OMAHA AND KEANBAS CI1Y

The financial exhibit made by the
city tressurers of Omaha snd Kansas
City showa the relative cost of munici-
pal government, rates of taxation and
general indebtedoess of the two cities,
In many rerpects thess figures
are suggestive. While the debt
of Kansas Cily more than
trebles that of Omaha, and while her
reneral municipal expense is mere then
five times as heavy—the fire depart.
ment of Omaha costs §3,000 more n
year than does the fire department of
Kapsas City. That is doubtlesa go-
ecause Kansas City has estsblished
water works.

Tae new pestmaster general, Hon.
Herace Maynard, is a rative of Massa-
chusetls, sixty-six years old. He
graduaitedat Amhurst College in 1838,
and svon sfter seltled in Tennessee.
Hecame to the bar in 1844, held a
number of loor] offices,and wasa pree-
identisl ¢lector in 1852, voting for Gen-
eral Scott. He was a member of tle
thirty-fifth, thirty-sixth and thirty-
seventh cougresses, For his loyalty
and devotion to the union cause his
proferly was confiscated by the
rcbel  government and he  wes
driven ont of Esstern Tennessee.
He wes a de'ega‘e to the Baltimore
convention of 1864, and sfter the
close of the rebellion was elected to
the Thiity-ninth congress, but was
not admitted to his seat until near the
close of the first sessicn. He was a
delegate to the Philadelphia “loyal-
ists’ convention” of 1866, and presi-
dent of the ““border state convention”
held in Baltimore in 1867. He also
served in the Fortieth and Forty-sec-
ond corgrestes, and in March, 1875,
he was sppointed by Pre:id-nt Grant
minister remdent to Turkey.

Rallway Discrimination.

The follow ng bill to prohibit dis-
crimnation by railway compSmics
has been repor‘ed back favorably by '
the New York senate committee on
railroads:

Secticn 1. Eviry railroed eorpora-
tion shall give to all prrsons reason-
ab'e and equal terms, facilities and
accommodations for the transporta-
tion 5f any merchandire or other pro-
perty of every kind and description
not dangerous in character on like and
contemporanecus shipping joints up-
ou oy railroad owned or operated by
such corporction; and for terminal
handiing the nze of the depo! or vther
buildings and grouads of such carpora-
tion. And all ia‘iroad corporativns
whose railroads are or hereafter
shall be crossd cr join.d by suy other
railroad shall receive frem each other
and forward to their de:tination all
goods, merchandise snd « ther proper-
ty intended for poiots on their re-
spective roads with the same dispatcn
aod ot a rate of freight not exceeding
the local tariff charged for the same
goods, merchendise and other proper-
ty received and forwarded from the
sume points from individua's and other
corporatiors. Nothing herein con-
tained, howaver, shall be construed to
ch-nge existing lawsrelative t> exprens
companiea,

Sec. 2. No railroad esrporation
shall chargs or receive for the traps-
portaticn of freight to any etation cn
its road, a greater sum than is charged
for the ¢ ntemp renscus tranep rta
tion of thelike kind and quantity of
freight from the same originsl point
of departure t) a station at a greater
distance on its road in the same direc-
tion, Two or more railroad ¢ TPUTA
tions whose roads connect shall not
charge or receive for ths trarsputa-
tion of freight to any stalioa on the
road of sither cf them a greater sam
than is charged or recoived for the
contemporaneous {ransportation of the
like kind and quantity of freight
from the same original point of de-
parture 1o o stut’on at a greater dis
tanca on the road of either of them
in the sxme direotion. Th's shall not
be con:trued as compelling railroads
to make jo'nt rates !

Sec. 3. Norailroad corporation shall
grant or allow {o any person or persons
upon the transportation of freight,
either directly or indirectly, any secret
rate, secret rebale cr secret drawback,

obvious that such stock is preferable,
and should be kept to the exclusicn
of that of the eame kind obtainable
elsewhere. Tha objectiin that goode
procurcd frem a distence or from other
than homo marke!s eost less, is very
fallacious when the additional expante
of transportation be considered.

The indisposition to promots home
entcrpriees proceeds rather from mere
force of habit than aay plausible
reason, When the o'd, sterectyped
forma of do'ng business are annulled,
the more efficacious methods will be
sabatituted s being more directly ¢on-
ducive to prescrited interests. The
incraasing toreign demand for Ameri-
can manufac'ures moust rpeedily re-
sultin determiving a more vigorous
prorezutimn of this mo:t importaat
braoch of ovur industris]l pursuits.
America is to-day the grauary of
Europe—it can be made the source of
gencra! supplics as well.

the reczipt, trausportation, storage,de-
livery or handliag of freight of the like
kind and quantity under like ¢ rcum.
stance and condition from the same
original poiut of departure to a station
at a greater distance of itsroad in the
same direction.

Sec. 4. Any railroad corporation
which knowingly viclates any of the
provisiona of this act in addition to
linbility for all damages sustained by
reason of such viclation, shall be
liable to a penslty of §60, which may
be recovered in an action of tort to be
brought in the name of the people of
this state In any county where such
corporation has property, at the in-
atance of the state engineer and sur-
veyor, or to the use of the state by
attorney-general, provided, however,
that no such action shall be main-
tained unless the same shall bs brought
within one year from the date of such
violation.

Secction b, this act shall take effect
July 1, 1880.
